CaTAWBA FuND 


The 1918 General Assembly of Virginia passed an act 
appropriating $10,000 to build a pavilion for tubercular 
teachers at Catawba, provided the State Teachers Asso- 
ciation would raise an additional sum of $15,000. This 
appropriation would revert to the State at the adjourn- 
ment of the General Assembly in 1920, if the teachers 
failed to subscribe $15,000. 

In January, 1920, the teachers had raised only $9,000 
of the amount necessary and it was very evident that 
unless the act was changed we would lose the $10,000 
appropriated by the State. The Legislative Commit- 
tee set to work to amend the act so that the State would 
appropriate $10,000 provided the teachers raised a like 
sum of $10,000. The amended act was passed in March. 

On February 24th, your former treasurer, Mr. George 
Guy, turned over to me $9,413.88. I took immediate 
steps to raise this amount to the $10,000. I sent an ur- 
gent appeal to all the officers of the Association allotting 
them a quota to be raised. By the first of August your 
treasurer had in his possession the required amount, 
and according to the law promptly turned over to the 
State Board of Health $10,000. The pavilion is now 
under construction and will soon be completed. Al- 
ready the Catawba Sanatorium is taking patients under 
the act.

Dr. Chandler offered a number of suggestions for ecu 
sideration by the Board of Directors, the chief of which 
were to take steps to improve the teaching corps of the 
State, to increase taxes as provided by the new const! 
tutional amendment and by act of the General Assem- 
bly, and proposed that a concerted campaign be ina'ig 
urated for the increasing of the salaries of teachers.

If there 
Were any present who were previously skepti- 
val as to the practical and cultural value of 
the ancient but timely subject of geometry, all 
‘loubts were removed after having heard these 
speakers, 

Dr. James G. Johnson, superintendent of 
schools, Charlottesville, Virginia, after making 
oMplimentary remarks upon the excellent 
speeches already delivered, spoke very interest- 
ugly upon “Mathematics Training Necessary 
‘or 1 Suecessful Elementary Schoo] Teacher.” 
Dr. Johnson was both practical and inspiring 
1 the treatment of this topic. 

The program was concluded by a round-table 


discussion, conducted by J. G. Scott, professor 
of mathematics, Petersburg High School. This 
proved to be another interesting and helpful 
feature of the three-hour program. One of the 
things brought out in the general discussion 
was, that in the opinion of those present the 
Theorem of Limits should not be taught till 
late in the high school course. 

Interest in the mathematics program was 
unusually good and the attendance very grati- 
fying. Every available seat was occupied. 
Unfortunately the room would not accommo- 
date more than half the number who sought 
admittance. 

The Mathematics Section adjourned to meet 
at the next annual conference of the State 
Teachers Association.

Minutes of Agricultural Education Section 

General topic: Farmers’ Co-operative Buy- 
ing and Marketing Organizations. 

Introduction: The teachers of agriculture 
felt that instead of attempting to discuss for 
a short length of time many unrelated sub- 
jects that it would be far more profitable to 
devote the entire session to a discussion of one 
main subzect, considering it from as many 
angles as time would permit. 

A great deal of interest and co-operation has 
been shown by the instructors of agriculture 
throughout the State in helping to organize 
the various co-operative associations for buy- 
ing farmers’ supplies and marketing the pro- 
duce of farmers. These men have been active 
in their own communities and in many cases 
have aided farmers in securing better prices 
for their products. A great slump in selling 
prices of farm products has made it of the 
utmost importance that every agricultural 
worker acquaint himself with the current mar- 
keting problems. 

The first speaker of the evening, Mr. J. H. 
Quisenberry, District Agent, Extension Divis- 
ion, Virginia Polytechnic Institute, spoke on 
“Organizing the Tobacco Growers.” Mr. Quis- 
enberry very forcibly pointed out the needs and 
the conditions confronting the tobacco growers 
in this and other States. and showed the de- 
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sirability of a general organization of the to- 
bacco growers. He stated that in such an or- 
ganization it would be necessary for the farm- 
ers to consign their crops to a central exchange 
and to guarantee to consign the crops for a 
period of years. He stated that there are a 
number of local tobacco organizations in this 
State. and it is the aim of the Extension Divis- 
ion to consolidate these groups and thus aid 
in controlling the tobacco market. He _ pre- 
sented statistics to show that there is not an 
over-production of tobacco at present, as many 
believe, but there is a decided under-produc- 
tion. 

Mr. W. M. Cease, president of the Farmers’ 
Co-operative Exchange, Richmond, Va., in a 
very interesting way told of the organization 
and development of the exchange recently or- 
ganized on Cary street. This organization, 
though in its infancy. having been in operation 
only four months, has a very enviable record 
and is an example of what can be accomplished 
by a group of farmers when they determine 
to organize in a business-like way. During its 
short existence the exchange has more than 
held its own and has prospered in spite of the 
very strong competition of the commission 
houses on Cary street. Mr. Cease attributed 
their remarkable success to the placing of com- 
petent men in charge of the various divisions 
of the exchange, to the fact that their backers, 
stockholders and directors are all farmers, and 
that the concern is conducted as any other real 
business concern would be conducted. 

Mr. J. H. Meek, agent in marketing for the 
Markets, U. S. Department of 
Agriculture, outlined the policy and plans of 
his department for marketing the farm pro- 
duce in Virginia. This department is exert- 
ing itself in support of every movement to 
aid the farmers in selling their products and in 
adopting plans for better shipping facilities.

The last speaker of the evening, Mr. Thomas 
D. Eason, supervisor of agricultural education 
for Virginia, delivered a very interesting and 
instructive talk on “The Teacher of Agricul- 
ture as a Promoter of Marketing and Selling

Minutes of Virginia English Teachers 
Association 

At the November meeting of the Conference 
in Richmond the English Section program, de- 
voted to a number of timely and practical 
problems, was unusually interesting. Owing 
to illness the president, Mr. J. R. L. Johnson, 
of Radford Normal, was unable to be present. 
In his absence Miss Ray Van Vort, of John 
Marshall High School, Richmond, presided. 

Miss Lucy Henderson, of Bellevue Junior 
High School, Richmond, sketched the history 
of Better Speech Week from its inception in 
1918 at Kansas City to the present, and told 
in detail of how it was observed in Richmond 
schools this year. The work of the pupils of 
the junior high schools and of John Marshall 
High School, consisting of plays, parades and 
better speech slogans outside of class and an 
intensive campaign in class, was of very defin- 
ite and real value in arousing genuine enthusi- 
asm for purer spoken English as a patriotic 
duty on the part of pupils and the community 
in general, 

“To what extent can poetic appreciation be 
taught in the high school?” Dr. J. L. Hall, of 
William and Mary, and Professor A. A. Kern, 
of Randolph-Macon Woman's College, dis- 
cussed this question in two addresses replete 
with humor and sympathy. Dr. Hall asserted: 
“Poetic appreciation cannot be taught; it may 
be caught.” He eloquently inveighed against 
the obsolete custom of literary vivisection by 
analyzing, diagramming, parsing, and trans- 
posing such living gems as Poe’s Annabel Lee. 
He declared that true appreciation of the beau- 
ty of verse can be “caught” only from a teacher 
inspired and imbued with the divine frenzy 


of the poet. Professor Kern presented the re- 
plies of twenty of his pupils to whom he had 
submitted this question. He stressed the ver- 
dict of one young lady, who decided after ma- 
ture deliberation that poetic appreciation may 
be imparted even in the high school by a gifted 
teacher, mainly through “vivid, sympathetic 
reading.” 

President R. E. Blackwell, of Randolph- 
Macon, in his remarks on the educative value 
of an outline in teaching composition, was in- 
clined to believe that pupils should not be ex- 
pected to make outlines as the first step in 
developing a topic in writing. Rather should 
they be encouraged to pour out all their ideas 
in any form and then to reshape and _ re- 
arrange, eliminate and revise, constructing an 
accompanying outline almost simultaneously 
with the completion of the product. Much good 
would come of an outline so used, he said. He 
further suggested that everyone, the adult as 
well as the pupil, will profit by writing every 
article three times, with an interval of at least 
a day between each draft. 

The most effective scientific tests for the 
measurement of English composition are yet to 
be invented, according to Professor F. B. Fitz- 
patrick, who discussed this phase of the new 
pedagogy. The Hillegas Scale, Thorndyke’s 
Extension, the Willing Scale, and the Harvard- 
Newton Scale all represented, he said, succes- 
sive steps advancing toward the ideal instru- 
ment which will afford a standard scale for 
every grade and eliminate possible errors due 
to the uncertain quantity of the teacher’s per- 
sonal bias. The speaker believed that the scale 
ultimately to be evolved would be entirely ob- 
jective in its application. Of compelling in- 
terest was Professor Fitzpatrick’s account of 
the project being worked out in this field by 
the teachers and pupils of Providence, Rhode 
Island.

Minutes of the Virginia Society of History 
Teachers 

\t the two sessions of the Virginia Society 
of Ilistory Teachers held in connection with 
the Virginia Educational Conference during 
the latter part of November, a number of reso- 
itions, Which have since caused considerable 
{iscussion in the press, were adopted. Notably 
iuong them should be mentioned, first of all, 
soing upon record in favor of the publication 
of a work suitable as a text-book showing the 
part played by Virginia in the building of our 
nation. 

Under the heading “Do Justice to Virginia,” 
ihe Times-Dispatch of November 27 devoted 
its leading editorial to comment on the action 
As most of the readers of 
ihe Virginia Journal of Edueation have prob- 
ily missed this excellent presentation of the 
teachers’ lack of a suitable work, it may be 
well to quote the first two paragraphs: 

“If a recommendation contained in resolu- 
‘ious adopted by the Virginia Society of His- 
tory Teachers at its meeting here this week 
hears fruit—and there is every reason why it 
should—belated historical justice will be done 
Virginia, and in the years to come it will take 
is rightful place among the makers of Amer- 
ica. That it has not done so already is partly 
(ue to the State itself, but more to others in 
spreading half-truths and untruths. It is a 


ndieated above. 





fact that practically all histories, especially 
txt-books for use in the schools, have been 
written from the Massachusetts or Northern 
standpoint, and it is equally true that, in most 
cases, Virginia has calmly submitted without 
protest to the dissemination of these distorted 
versions of the role it has played in the build- 


ing of the nation. Either it has passed them 
by as unworthy of notice or it has been too 
neglectful of its own name to set its true his- 
tory before the world. 

“Today there are no histories extant that 
meet the requirement of the Virginia public 
schools, and it is this sorrowful lack that the 
history teachers would have supplied. They 
recommend that a suitable history be written 
for use as a text-book and as a basis for the in- 
struction in the elementary grades. The recom- 
mendation goes no further than this, but there 
are in Virginia a number of competent his- 
torians fitted by training and experience to 
undertake just such an important assignment, 
and it is the belief of The Times-Dispatch that 
the work is worthy the best efforts that can 
be brought to bear upon it.” 

Next in importance was an idea that a pa- 
geant be held in each local school annually 
representing scenes in the history of each 
county. This plan has been successfully tried 
at Charlottesville, so much so that an increased 
appropriation was thereby obtained for the 
local schools. In this city fifteen hundred 
children participated. Miss Katherine Wicker, 
of Richmond, who offered this suggestion, in- 
tends to develop this idea before the next meet- 
ing of this society. 

Morgan P. Robinson, State archivist, spoke 
on the new archives building of the State now 
being erected, and said that more than 1,250,- 
000 manuscripts will be housed in it, and that 
many counties will send their old, precious and 
historic papers here on its completion. There 
are 25,000 petitions, and when all are indexed 
there will be a new history. Colleges are of- 
fering laboratory credits to students of Amer- 
ican history who wish to work as archival ap- 
prentices. As a result of this the college turns 
out better trained historians and more work 
it accomplished. 

Request that Maury’s Geography be replaced 
in the schools was made by Mrs. E. E. Mof- 
fitt, president of the Matthew Fontaine Maury 
Association, who appeared before the associa- 
tion. William E. Gilbert was appointed to 
carry this request to the Geography Section at 
its next meeting. 

The committee on text-books, Mrs. E. M. 
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Marks. of Norfolk, as chairman, asked for au- 
thority to make an investigation of works on 
medieval and modern history, and report to 
the State Board of Education their findings. 
Considerable dissatisfaction exists with the 
present text-books. 

Dr. Blackwell, of Randolph-Macon, repre- 
sented the War History Commission in the ab- 
sence of Arthur Kyle Davis, president of the 
State body. He spoke of the difficulty in get- 
ting local reports and urged the teachers to 
collect: letters and any scrap of information 
in their communities.

Minutes of Virginia Geographic Society 

The Virginia Geographic Society met on 
Wednesday, November 24, Miss Loulie Kelley 
presiding. ‘The topic for discussion was as 
follows: “The use of the project method in 
teaching the geography-history unit of Vir- 
ginia as a possible introduction to the develop- 
ment of a world geography-history idea.” The 
discussion was led by Miss Kelley, of John 
Marshall High School, who discussed the life- 


lessness of the old method and gave abundant 
illustrations of the new method from the Rich- 
mond geography-history unit. Miss Coppedge, 
of Radford State Normal Geography Depart- 
ment, showed that the number of subjects in 
the present curriculum is altogether too numer 
ous and that three-fourths of the topics in geo 
graphy have a historical bearing. She showed 
how this unit can be made a pivotal study in 
the curriculum and how the problem method 
may be used in developing the subject. Miss 
Kate Anthony, supervisor of Harrisonburg 
State Normal, gave excellent practical sugges 
tions of how group work may be utilized in the 
project method, and discussed the special diffi 
culties likely to arise in using the method. Dr. 
W. J. Young, departments of geography ani 
education of the Fredericksburg Normal 
School, summarized the possible points of cle 
parture from Virginia to comparative regional! 
geography, and made an explanation of tle 
meaning of the geography-history unit. Thy 
practical workings of this study in the train- 
ing school of the Fredericksburg Normal wer 
discussed by Miss Ethel Summy, supervisor, 
and Mrs. Colgan, critic teacher.

Under the USplc < of the conference of divis- 
ion superintendents and trustees, there was a 
general meeting of the Educational Conference 
in the auditorium of the John Marshall High 
School, November 24 at 7:30 P. M.. with Presi- 
dent H. J. Watkins. presiding. 

Honorable Westmoreland Davis, Governor 
of Virginia, presented the greetings on behalf 
of the State and of the city of Richmond. 

Honorable Harris Hart. Superintendent of 
Public Instruction, delivered his annual address, 
dealing with the progress of the vear and the 
problems of the near future. 

Dr. S. C. Mitehell. of the University of 
Richmond, delivered an address on the lessons 
the war taught us in education. 

The conference then adjourned to attend in 
n body ‘a reception to the conference at the 
(rovernor’s Mansion. 

The conference met in joint meeting with the 
trustees in the hall of the House of Delegates, 
Capitol Building, at 9 o'clock, November 25, 
President H. J. Watkins, presiding. 

The president reminded the conference of 
the day being Thanksgiving Day, and after 
reading the 15th Psalm offered a prayer of 
Thanksgiving. 

The first address was by Honorable Harris 
Hart, Superintendent of Public Instruction, 
who spoke mainly on the recent constitutional 
amendments relative to schools and the neces- 
sary legislation to be sought at the next legis- 
lature. 

The next address was by Dr. C. H. Judd, of 
the University of ¢ ‘hicago, who spoke on “Edu- 
eation as a National Issue.” 

At the conclusion of the address the confer- 
ence gave Dr. Judd a rising vote of thanks. 

At this point the conference of division su- 
perintendents went into business session, the 
first business being a report of the committees.

We urge also 
that the division superintendents of Virginia 
see that this day is uniformly observed 
throughout their respective divisions. 

3. Resolved, That we extend a vote of appre- 
ciation to the people of the Commonwealth for 
the overwhelming majority with which the con- 
stitutional amendments affecting schools were 
carried November 2. 

4. Resolved, That we commend our school 
boards for the liberal increases which have been 
made in the teachers’ salaries; that we urgently 
recommend for every school division in the 
State a term of at least nine months with as 
large a salary as possible. 

5. Resolved, That we view with alarm the 
shortage of qualified teachers in Virginia and 
that we urge each and every member of this 
conference to use his utmost endeavors to in- 
duce his high school graduates to further pre- 
pare themselves for the profession of teaching. 

6. Resolved, That we gratefully acknowledge 
the courtesies and hospitality extended to th: 
conference by the city of Richmond through 
its city and school officials and its business 
men; We are especially grateful to the city -1- 
perintendent, Mr. A. H. Hill, and to the press 
for its publicity.

Not all of the teachers of young children 
ave sufficient education and training for their 
In the present crisis superintendents are 
prone to think “she will only teach little chil- 
dren, and she knows enough for that.” While 
Virginia there is a small body of highly 
iramed kindergarteners, too frequently they 
vive failed to realize that there can be no well- 
iefined line in the development of little chil- 
‘iron. The primary teachers of the State as a 
group have not had an equal amount of train- 
ng. Those teachers who have graduated from 
the several State Normal Schools have had 
‘raining equivalent to that of the kindergar- 
tener. This lack of training upon the part of 
the primary teachers has helped to keep open 


l 


the gap between the kindergarten and the tirst 
grade. These teachers did not welcome kinder- 
garteners. Not infrequently one heard from 
teachers and superintendents the statement, 
“Kindergarten trained children are a nuisance 
in the first grade. We do not want them.” 
There were reasons why the child did not “fit.” 
While it is true that the kindergarten some- 
times failed in its task in developing the habits 
which were most valuable for the future 
growth of the child, yet the most conservative 
kindergarten afforded more freedom than was 
found in the primary grades, 

These differences were emphasized in the 
State organizations of the two groups of teach- 
ers. The Kindergarten Union had a well-de- 
fined membership, a well worked-out policy, 
but a small group of teachers, and a narrow 
distribution through the State. The Primary 
Section of the State Teachers Association had 
no well-defined membership, no policy, and al- 
though representing a large group of teachers 
covering every part of the State, practically no 
influence was exerted by the annual meeting. 
Rach year I attended both meetings. Each 
year I came away depressed by the futility of 
the annual effort. 
felt by these groups has been shown by the 
unanimity with which both bodies agreed to 
effect a new organization, and by the remark- 
able harmony shown in the deliberations of 
their joint committees.

Through a legislative committee, the inter- 
ests and needs of the kindergarten and primary 
schools may be kept before the State Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction and the General 
Assembly of Virginia. 


8. Affiliation with Other Organizations. 

As an organization we may affiliate with 
other State and National Associations inter- 
ested in the same field of work.

\nnouncements of the Department of Public Instruction 


Contemplated Modification of Virginia’s Certification Plan 


Fhe Virginia State Department of Education 
~ perfecting its plan of certification with a 
view to having in the State only two classes of 
certificates, namely, professional certificates, 1s- 
ed on a permanent basis, and non-professional 
ertificates, issued for a limited duration of 
time. The professional certificates will be is- 
sied to applicants who have completed aca- 
demic courses which give substantial founda- 
tion in scholarship and, in addition, have had 
sich professional training in methods, psy- 
chology, school management and related sub- 
ects. as will give a reasonable guarantee of 
eflicient teaching ability. 

The professional certificates will probably 
« only two in number, namely, the collegiate 
professional and the normal professional. ‘The 
ion-professional certificates will probably be 
live in number, namely, the collegiate, elemen- 
tary, special, first grade and second grade. 

It is proposed to make the professional cer- 
tillicate, namely, the collegiate professional and 
the normal professional, a permanent license 

inject to review by the Department of Educa- 
tion every ten years in order that the holder 
nay show evidence of professional growth and 
velopment. These certificates will not neces- 
“wily constitute life certificates, but their dura- 
‘ion will be dependent upon certain profes- 
sional development on the part of the holder, 
the Department of Education reserving the 
ivi to investigate the professional status of 
the teachers to whom they are issued. If this 


status be found satisfactory the life of the 
certificate will automatically continue. 

Among the items which will likely be con- 
sidered as satisfactory evidence for the con- 
tinuation of the professional or permanent cer- 
tificate will probably be the following: 

{. The holder must have taught for at least 
eight years during the ten-vear period under 
review. 

2. The holder must have pursued for at least 
one quarter of twelve weeks professional or 
academic courses at some recognized university, 
college or normal school. 

3. The holder must have made some contri- 
bution to professional literature, by the pub- 
lication of a book or monograph which would 
give proof of seasoned professional thought. 
Extensive travel in the United States or abroad, 
which would serve to improve geographical, 
historical or social equipment, may be consid- 
ered in licu of the contribution to professional 
literature above mentioned. 

t. The holder must have taught with recog- 
nized skill and proficiency, as attested by at 
least one superintendent or school principal, 
and in addition must have made some definite 
and distinct contribution either to the process 
of teaching or to school management. In order 
to have this condition credited, it must be estab- 
lished that the holder has read at least five 
books in standard professional literature re- 
lated to the branches of work in which he is 


engaged, 
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Provision will be made for the conversion of 
a collegiate certificate into a collegiate profes- 
sional or permanent certificate, and for the con- 
version of the elementary certificate into the 
normal professional or permanent certificate 
upon the completion of a sufficient amount of 
work to make the appleant’s preparation 
equivalent to the requirements for the collegiate 
professional or normal professional, respec- 
lively. 

The requirements for the first and second 
erade certificates in the future will probably be 
about as follows: 

In order to secure a First Grade certificate, 
the applicant must be at least nineteen years of 
age, and must have had academic training 
equivalent to the first two years of high school 
work, and must have taught successfully for at 
least seven months. and must make a grade of 
not less than eighty-five (85) per cent on the 
subjects required for the first grade certificate 
listed in groups one, two and three as given 
below. 

To seevre a second grade certificate, the ap- 
plicant must be eighteen years of age, and must 
make a grade of not less than seventy-five (75) 
per cent on the subjects required for the second

The above division ot subjects is permitted 
only after attendance at a summer school, and 
if the division is made the several parts must 
be taken in successive summers, 

Only one general State examination is given 
in the year. This examination is fixed toward 
the close of the session of the rural schools, th. 
exact date for each year being announced froin 
time to time. The ,urpose of this spring ex- 
amination is to accommodate all applicants to 
teach who are unable to attend summer nor- 
mals in order to take the appropriate courses. 
Of course, wherever an applicant can take th 
course of study leading to the certificate de- 
sired, it not merely increases the likelihood of 
securing a certificate, but, what is far more 
important, it onght to increase through proper 
training the capacity to teach. A second ex- 
amination is given at the close of the summer 
terms at the State institutions. These examina- 
tions are designed primarily for those in at- 
tendance, but the examinations offered for 
first and second grade certificates at the vari- 
ous institutions will be open to any applicants 
in the vicinity who may desire to take advan- 
tage of them. 

The State examinations, which will occupy 


he 


not more than two days, are given under t 
(lirection of the division superintendents, and 
in accordance with rules and regulations fixed 
by the State Board of Education. These regu- 
lations are furnished with the examination 
questions and must be carefully followed, other- 
wise certificates may not be issued. 

The applicant’s form must be filled in with 
great care. This furnishes something of the 
history and training of the applicant and its 
value of ten (10) points indicates what import- 
ance is attached to it. On this form hand- 
writing is graded. 

The subjects are listed below in the order 
in which they must be taken, the time allotment 
being noted before the subject and its value 
immediately following. It will be noted that 
all subjects common to the first and second 
grade certificates are given first. Applicants 
for the second grade certificate will, therefore, 
complete their work on the morning of the see- 
ond day after the examination on drawing.

Of vital importance to the teachers of Vir- 


ginia was the action of the State Teachers 
Association taken at its annual business meet- 


ing on Friday, November 26, 1920. The reso- 
lution provides for an executive secretary who 
is to receive a salary of 85.500 per annum. The 
duties of the secretary are to be defined by the 
board of directors and he is to work under the 
direction of the committee of the 
Association by whom he will be appointed. 
The dues in the Association have been raised 
from twenty-five to fifty cents in order to make 
possible the payment of a salary of this amount 
and traveling expenses in addition thereto. 
One of the most important of the duties of the 
executive secretary is to visit the various dis- 
tricts of the State and to organize and re- 
organize the associations in such a way that 
the teachers of Virginia may act on all impor- 
tant educational matters with more unanimity 
and better understanding™ The executive sec- 
retary will also become the editor of the Vir- 
ginia Journal of Education, which Journal has 
been taken over as the organ of the State 
Teachers Association. * It is expected that the 


executive 
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Journal will yield a sufficiently large revenue 
to pay a portion of his salary.”

NORFOLK CITY. 

On account of the increased salary schedule we have 
been able to raise the standard of teachers entering the 
system and we are enabled to have a full corps of teachers. 
Our work has been progressing in a very satisfactory 
manner, or as well as we could expect with the congested 
conditions we have in several of the schools, which neces- 
sitates our having quite a number of classes on part time. 
To relieve this situation, the Board has requested the 
Council to build two junior high schools, one in the 
eastern section and one in the western section of the 
city, and one elementary school of twelve rooms in the 
western section. The lots have already been purchased 
for these schools and the architects have drawn the plans 
for the two junior high schools. We hope to have them 
completed so we can ask for bids in the very near future. 

There is a fine school spirit in this city among the 
school pupils. The School Leagues are very active and 
co-operate heartily with us, and the Couneil will, it is 
believed, meet our requirements to the extent of their 
ability. We are stressing this session so far as we can 
additional accommodations for opening up ungraded 
rooms for backward children. We are also giving very 
careful attention to the comfort and health of the school 
children. 

We have one white and one colored attendance officer, 
who are active in vigilant work looking after children 
who are disposed to drop out of school. They have re- 
cently influenced the managers of moving pictures to pass 
a rule declining to admit children of school age until 
after the closing of the schools at 3 o’clock in the after- 
noon. It is the honest purpose of our school board to 
provide good accommodations for every boy and girl 
in the city and see that thay attend school. 

Our Americanization work and night work have both 
been eminently satisfactory. The attendance has been 
larger than heretofore and the pupils are very much in 
earnest. We found it necessary to add 12 additional 
tvypewriting machines to the night school work. 

The total enrollment in the white schools is 18,178; 
average daily attendance 16,175. For the Americani- 
zation and night schools 1,879.

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PORTSMOUTH, VA. 

The delegation of Portsmouth teachers and officials 
who attended the Conference of the State Teachers’ As- 
sociation were unanimously in stating that the Confer- 
ence was the most enjovable that they had ever attended. 
This city was represented by forty-eight in all from every 
department, of the school system, teachers, principals, 
special teachers and the School Board. 

The Woodrow Wilson High School on Friday night, 
December 10th, had its first patrons day. It was the 
first time the high school has ever invited the fathers 
and mothers of the student body to an evening enter- 
tainment and exhibition of school work. They came in 
such large numbers and were so enthusiastic in their ap- 
proval of the school and its work that Mr. J. Leon Codd, 
principal, intends to make it an annual affair. The pro- 
gram consisted of songs and music by the students and 
a playlet, a debate, with an exhibition of the work done 
in Domestic Science, Domestic Art, Manual Training, 
Mechanical Drawing and Physical Training, the latter 
consisting of calisthenics and a basketball game. 

The Portsmouth teaching corps at the present time 
numbers 237. The total registration to date is 8,776, 
not including the night schools, whose enrollment is 601, 
and the Navy Yard extension school, whose enrollment 
is 230. The total enrollment in the night schools is 
somewhat lower than last year due to the plan of charg- 
ing a contingent fee of $2.00 returnable after attending 
It is hoped that this plan will in- 
crease the attendance however. The most popular cour- 
ses in the night school are the commercial courses which

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NORTHAMPTON COUNTY. 

Northampton schools are on the boom; they show in- 
creased enrollment over preceding years, the teachers’ 
salaries have been raised on an average of 25 per cent, and 
we have under construction three brick high school 
buildings.

The Junior Red Cross has been organized in all the 
schools of the county, and fifty per cent of the amount 
raised is to be appropriated to the childrens’ ward of the 
Northampton-Accomack Memorial Hospital.

ANSWERS. 


The foregoing must represent a very serious trouble 
since so many teachers have asked questions so similar. 
The individuality of children is so pronounced that there 
can be found no one panacea. If we look at the ques- 
tions asked, we see a child here and there who seems 
little, or not at all, interested in school work. Lessons 
are assigned at the close of the recitation; he goes back 
to his seat; he puts his book down or into his desk and 
gives his attention to other things rather than to the 
task that has been assigned. The fact that he will stand 
low in his elass has little influence with him. Should 
such a child be punished severely to the end that we may 
force him into studying and into learning some of the 
lessons of life that all good eitizens should learn? The

worth. They certainly will have to be varied with indi- 
vidual cases: 

1. Study each such individual closely to ascertain in 
what lie his interests. 

2. Visit his home and study his home surroundings. 


3. Treat him kindly and do not abuse him. Man, 
such a child is ruined for good and all by needless nag- 
ning, scolding and abusing. 

4. Win his affection so that he will come to like to do 
what you wish done. 

5. Try to have him given a physical examination to 
determine whether there may not be something wrong 
with his physical makeup. It may be adenoids, hook- 
worm or other ailment. 

6. Take him individually and teach him how to stud) 
his lessons so that he can come and recite it with some 
degree of efficiency as the other children do. 

7. If the work be found too difficult, he should be put 
back in the grade in which he can do the work. Some- 
times the promise to put a child back will start him to 
work, and if the work be not too hard, cause him to come 
up with it. 

8. If none of these suggestions prove effective, speak 
to his parents about it and get them to see that he studies 
at home. 

9. The best wavy of all is probably to take him and 
teach him how to study his lessons. 

10. If it becomes absolutely necessary, it is bett 
to punish a child, even to the extent of corporal punis!i- 
ment, to get school work done than to have him gi 


up ignorant.
